THE STATE-HOUSE NVE STI CAT ION. 
MAJORITY REPORT. 

The Opposition members of the State-House 
‘Investigation Committee presented an elaborate 
report, of which a aynopeis is given. The opin- 
ion is expressed that had the State-House Com- 
missioners not been required by law to have pro- 
etired material and labor at the Penitentiary a 
saving tothe State-House fund would have re- 
sulted to the amount of $150,000 to $200,000 in 
the opinion of the Commissioners and 
atehitect; and in this connection, the 
Committee refer to the fact that in 1869 
the Penitentiary was only self-sustaining in 
the stone-cutting department, while in every 
other department the State was suffering loss. 
With this fact before them, the Legislature, at 
the. instance of the Governor, with the end in 
view of makiag the Penitentiary self-sustaining,

History of Fanning, the Detective. 


Extensive Operations of the Deed F orgers. 
Transactions in the Military Tragt. 


The announcement yesterday of the arrest in 
Quincy of James Reed, and of R. K. and Howard 
Turner and James B. Strong, in Chicago, upon 
suspicion of being members of a gang who have 
been engaged for years in issuing forged deeds, 
provoked considerable comment in real-estate 
circles, and many a “‘Thank God” was uttered 
by owners of land who have been defendantf 
in tedious law-suits, or been obliged to pay 
large sums of money to remove 4 cloud 
upon their titles, caused by the recording 


ot deeds which had apparently been dus from 


some Indian mound, The existence of such a 
gang has long been suspected, on account of thé 
large number of antedated instrumous filed 
in Illinois, especially in what is known as the , 
„ wITITARY TRACT,” 

which embraces parts of Mercer, Knox, Henry, 
McDonough, and other counties. The land in 
that district was given to soldiers by the Gov- 
ernment many years ago,—at a time when prop- 
erty in the central part of this State was worth 
little or nothing; and, consequently, the 
majority of the patentees, not caring to 
settie in the ‘* wilderness,” never claimed 
ownership; and, when they died, their heirs, if 
they had any, were equally indifferent. 

The tract is now mostly occupied by farmers, 
whose titles are not as perfect as might be de- 
sired, still they have been in possession for 
such a lang time unger tax titles and by 
virtue of limitatons as to be reasonably 
secure. They have, however, been subjected 
to continual annoyance since 1856, when 
previously unbeard-of deeds began to make 
their appearance, the supply being apparently 
inexhaustible, since hundreds of them have 
been recorded in the last fifteen years. A suit 
in ejettment supplemented the recording of 
every deed, unless the farmers would pay a sum 
proportionate to the value of the land for «a 

it-olaim, and ecareely a term of the United 
States Circuit Court bas since passed without 
the trial of half a dozen such suits. In many, 
the complainaut, a non-resident, would be suc- 
cessful, it being next to impossible to prove the 
deeds filed to be forgerjes, as the grantee was 
usually dead, as were ‘he grantor, aud even the 
notary pablic. 5 

Occasionally a defendant would secure the 
services of an astute attorney, and spend money 
to trace up the history of the parties through 
whom the chain purported to ruu. This gener- 
ally resulted in proving the deeds to be absolute 
forgeries, but the crime could not be fastened 
upon any person.

At 
this season of the year, and uutil Jone, perhaps, 
not lees than one-third, and it may be one-half, 
of all the water discharged by the canal at Lock- 
port is not drawn from the Chicago River at all, 
but is derived from surface and underground 
drainage. A great deal of it comes from 
the Desplaines River, which rans parallel 
with it, and whose bed is several 
higher. than the surface of the 
canal. The water sinks through the gravel and 
crevices of the limestone rock, and finds its way 
into the canal ig large quantities. Ip the sum- ‘ 
mer season wearily all thé water in the 
Desplaines thas leaks away and disappears in 
the canal, From now until May a great deal of 
water will find ite way into the Souwsh Branch of 
the river from the natural surface drainage or 
watershed thereof, which embraces not only 
most of the area of Chicago, but neariy all of 
Cicero, and a considerable part of Lake Town- 
ships. This drainage water, together with the 
surface and under drainage of the 80 miles of 
country through. which the canal run 
from Bridgeport to Lockport wil 
furnish the canal more than it can carry off 
without drawing a drop from the lake. Such 
was the case last year, and consequently the 
river was ina horrid condition until late in the 
season, when all the drainage water was run off.

THE LAW or CONTEMPT. | 

In the discussion of the law of contempts, 
the case of The People vs. Wrison, decided 
by the Supreme Court of Illinois, was a lead- 
ing authority referred to and relied on by 
both sides and by the Court. The circum- 
stances of: that case may be briefly stated. 
Aman named Rarrerery was tried and cop- 
victed of en aggravated murder. Pending 
his trial, his friends and associates raised a 
fund of $1,500 for his defense. After the 
conviction a supersedegs was granted, and, 
finally, upon a hearing of the case, the Su- 
preme Court granted a new trial. Rarrzrrr 
was again tried and convicted, and the Su. 
preme Court again granted him a new trial. 
These reversals of the conviction of a 
man thus twice conyi of the mur- 
der of an officer provoked considerable 
comment, and the Chi Journal, in dis- 
‘cussing: it, referred to

tences. There was not aman in the State 
who read the article who ever dreamed that 
it seriously charged that the action of the 
Court had been in the least influenced by 
money or by any corrupt or improper agency. 
But the Supreme Court somehow or another 
got a copy of the paper, and cited Mr. W- 
son, the proprietor, and Mr. Suuman, the ed- 
itor, to answer for contempt. Both gentle- 
men promptly disclaimed any intention to 
reflect upon the integrity of the Court, and 


| disclaimed the injurious inferences that had 


been ingeniously drawn from the article, but 
the Court was inexorable, and fined both ed- 
itor and proprictor heavily. This judgment 
Was rendered by a majority of the Court,— 
Judges Lawrence, Tuornron, WaLxepr, and 
-MoAuuisTer concurring, Judges Sumo, 
Soorr, and Brexss dissenting. 

This was a clear case of constractive con- 
tempt. The paper in which, the article ap- 
peared was published in Chicago, and the 
Oourt was sitting a hundred and more miles 
away at Ottawa. It could hardly be claimed 
to have been committed in presence of the 
Court, or that it was written to intimidate the 
| Court in its action on a case already decided. 
It was, moreover, a case in which the con- 
tempt (whatever there was) was in a sugges- 
tion affecting the Court collectively. In that 
case, the disclaimer by the defendants of all 
scandalous intent, and of all thought or pur- 
pose to question the integrity of the Court 
or any of its members, seems to have been | 
considered almost an aggravation of the 
offense.

THE TOWN BOARD FRAUDS. 

The three Town Boards of North, South, 
and West Chicago are just now rehearsing 
their annual farce which is so costly to the 
general public. The performance on the 
South Side was materially interfered with by 


an injunction against dividing up the pro- 


ceeds of the plunder among the four ben- 
eficiaries,—the Collector, Assessor, Super- 
visor, and Clerk. The division of the spoils 
had already been agreed upon in a former 
meeting. The Assessor was to receive $15,- 


000, $6,500 for himself and $8,500 for as- 


sistants; the Collector $15,000, $10,000 for 
himself and $5,000. for assistants; the Ju- 
pervisor $2,500 for himself and $1,300 for 
the expenses (7) of his office ; the Clerk $1,650. 


The total expense of the town officers, accord- 


ing to this distribution, was $85,450. The 
compensation of these officials, as defined by 
law, is as follows: 


Collector (not to exceed). ) ele 
Assessor (sixty days at $5) 

Supervisor (313 days at $1.50) 

Ulerk (ditt) nectepecs ceveseenesece 


In making up this estimate, the full num- 
ber of working days in every year has been 
nccredited to the Supervisor and Clerk, 
though the law expressly provides that they 
shall only be paid at this rate for the time 
necessarily devoted to the public business. 
But, on this liberal estimate, it will be seen 
that the Town Board of South Chicago pro-' 
posed to grab more than $32,000 in excess of 
their lawful compensation. They were only 
checked by the temporary injunction issued 
by the Circuit Court on the application of Mr. 
Bovrton as a taz-payer; the law is so clear that 
we can scarcely doubt but this injunction will 
be made permanent, and the three towns in 
Chicago thus saved from gn annual plunder 
amounting to nearly $100,000 in the aggre- 
gate. If this decision is once made, it will 
not be necessary for the town meetings to 
vote more than $3,000, as there is no other 
use for town moneys in Chicago than to pay 
the officials: It is no answer to say that the 
compensation provided by law is inadequate 
to the service in a city like Chicago. Nobody 
is compelled to take the offices, and the city 
would be better off if they were not taken. 
If the Courts force the Town Boards to con- 
fine themselves to the legal compensation, we 
shall soon be rid of the annual disgrace about 
to be repeated, and known as town meetings. 

It is a pity that Mr. Bovrox's suit could not 
have extended to North Chicago; but, as it 
did not, the Board of that town had an opper- 
tunity to demonstrate how town affairs are 

The Board is constituted of the 
five Justices of the town, the Supervisor, and 
the Clerk. But it is provided that, in the 
absence of any one of the- Justices, the va- 
cancy may be filled by the Collector or As- 
sessor, or two vacancies by both. In chis way 
the town officers usually have an opportunity 
to vote their own salaries. In the North 
Chicago Board meeting there were only four 
Justices present, and the Assessor (Kon»x) 
was called to the vacancy. There were then 
three town officers in this Board, which had 
no other business than to fix their salaries. 
One of the Justices who had not been reap- 
pointed (Cannon) voted with these three, so 
that they had a majority and were able to 
override the law. They voted themselves 
salaries as follows: 


This was not so bad as the South Town 
Board had done, but it was still $10,000 in 
excess of thé limit allowed by law. But 


when we remember that these officials are 


useless appendages, tax-eaters with obsolutely 
nothing but tax-eating for an occupation, is it 
not time that the Courts should step in and 
prohibit them from robbing the public ? 

The Town Board of West Chicago was the 
only one of the three in which a show of de- 
cency was made, All the Justices were pres- 
ent, and Justice Day. Warn opened by 
throwing a bombshell among the town offi- 
cers, Mr. Waren has been fighting the West 
Side town tax-eaters for a year or more, 
In his affidavit at Wednesday's meeting he 
swore that Rarrrerry, the Assessor of West 
Chicago, had told him of his intention to pay 
$1,000 for a copy of the Gity Assessor's 
books, and that he intended to make no as- 
sessment of hisown. When asked how he 
would get the $1,000 to pay for the copy of 
the city assessment rolls, Rarrerty answered 
that he would make out a fictitious list of 
assistants and draw pay for them. The man- 
ner in which the town assessments are made 
is thus revealed; the city ‘assessment rolls 
ars merely copied off. We do not doubt that 
this is the best way it could be done, but we 
fail to see why the people should pay there- 
fore $15,000. 

We begin to hope that this vicious Town 
Board system, with its flagrant contempt for 
the laws made to govern it, may now be 
broken down.. We are confident that the 
Justices. of the West Side will confine the 
officers of that town to their legal compensa- 
tion, and the Courts ought to prohibit the 
vislation of the law in South and North 


Chicago. 


It is reported from Springfield that at a 
caucus of the Opposition, held on Tuesday 
night, it was resolved to allow no bills to 
pass, except the Appropriation bills, until the 
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. much of which is of vital 
importance to Chicago. This policy of co- 
ercion. is neither honest nor just. It is an 
abuse for which there is no apology nor jus- 
tification. The interests, pecuni- 
ary, commercial, and personal, of the people 
of this city are involved in a number of bills 
pending before the Legislature, and to sacri- 
fice and trifle with these interests for any rea- 
son isa betrayal of trust which cannot be 
justified, and for which the ‘people here will 
hold the guilty Representatives to a strict re- 

sponsibility. We trust, therefore, that the 


Cook County Representatives will not take 


part in this scandalous attempt to arrest leg- 
islation, and will apply themselves to pro- 
mote and expedite business, and bring the 
session to a speedy close. 

BOURBON BRIBERY IN OR. 

Ohio was one of the first States struck by 
what is well called the Democratic reaction, — 
action towards Bourbonism must be back- 
ward. Rise up WLAN Amn went into 
power, and forthwith began to plan for rising 
higher. He meant to be President, and 80 
meant to show the depth and fervor of Dem- 
ocratic purity in Ohio by way of commend- 
ing Democratic rule in the United States. 
Tite purity has not yet become apparent. Its 
opposite has. As soon as the Legislature 


met, bribery. began. One signal exposure has 


been made. A bill was passed for the change 
of the county-seat of Wood County. There 
was money in the bill, and some of it 
was squeezed out by pure-minded legis- 
lators. Rumors of corruption were so strong 
that an investigation was ordered. The 
Committee appointed heard a good deal of 
testimony, part of which implicated its 
Chairman and another of its members. The 
Cincinnati Commercial, reviewing the ev- 
idence, says that theregs probably not a man 
in Ohio who does not believed that the Wood 
County act was procured by the use of 
money.”

AN ORJECT OF CHARITY. 

The people of Chicago have, during the re- 
cent severe winter, heard frequent appeals 
from their countrymen in the distant States 
of Kansas and Nebraska, and the remote 
Territories of Montana and Dakota, who 
were enduring privations of the severest 
character. We have had also appeals for aid 
from our own suffering poor, to all of which 
the people of this city lent willing ears and 
responded with liberal hands. 

We have now before us along and earnest 
printed appeal addressed directly to the 
Common Council, but indirectly to the pub- 
lic generally, in behalf of a case of severe pri- 
vation and suffering at our own doors, which 
ig without parallel in the history of Chicago 
or of any other city. The disclosure of want 
and distress is made under compulsion, but it 
will hardly prove less astounding, It has been 
said that one-half the world is ignorant of 
how the other half lives, and this memorial is 
but proof of how often those that are poor 
hide that fact from the general eye and suf- 
fer in secret. The paper before us is signed 
by B. B. Cons, President, and C. B. Hoxaczs, 
Superintendent, of the Chicago City Railway 
Company. They represent: 

That the Chicago City Railway Compan y 
was organized in 1859 beginning to run cars 
in July of that yenr. Its capital stock is 
$1,250,000. That until 1869j the Company 
ran two-horse cars vith a conductor, since 
which time it has run one-horse cars without 
a conduetor. That from 1859 until 1869, ex- 
cept some trifling returns to stockholders in 
1866, not a single dividend was paid or earn- 
ed. That in 1872 and 1873 extra dividends 
were paid; but since 1969, the annual average 
dividends have been only 10 per cent on the 
par value of the stock, That in 1869 the 
Company was so distressed it had to borrow 
$75,000 to remodel its cars; and is now run- 
ning 200 “ bob-tail” ears, which represent 
$200,000. That the Company, having in- 
creasdd its capital in cars and other property, 
has expended since 1869 $198,747 on the

DIRECT NATIONAL TAXATION. 
Te the Baitor of The Chicage Trit=ne: 

CIAO, March 30,—I read with pleasure your edi- 
torials on taxation and revenue as they appear, but 
have sometimes been surprised that you should advo- 
cate a system of revenue from imports of any descrip. 
tiom at all for the support of the National Govern- 
ment. The taxation of imports is certainly not free 
trade, as I understand it. The United States Constitn- 
tion reads, Sec, 8, caption, “Powers vested in 
Congress: The Congress shall have power to lay and 
collect taxes, duties, imports, and excises,” etc. It may 
use eit her or all of these methods of raising a revenue, 
but which is the fatrest one? Let us look at hem. The 
business of the National Government is to protect 
property, not life, (That belongs to the State to attend 
to.) Therefore, property should support the Na 
tional Government. And as the Nati Government 
profects ali property, then all property should be taxed 
equally for its support, that ie, one dollar should pay 
as much as another. Does it? I think not. The 
methods in use are: (1) Imposts, or the taxation of 
imports ; (2) excises, or the taxation of home products; 
and (e) the taxation of drafts, receipts, etc. As for 
the latter, there is no authority in the Constitution, 
drafts and receipts not being property, and therefore 

unlawful. As for the first and second,

Repty—Tox Turnen has never been an 
advocate of ree Trade in the literal meaning 
of the term, that is, the abolition of all tar- 
iff on imports and the substitution of a sys- 
tem of direct taxation. But it is in faver of 
the largest practicable freedom of trade, and 
opposed to g system of duties whose object is 
to discriminate against the consumer in order 
to increase the prices of the products of. priv.

We might favor an abandonment of * im- 
posts if we knew of any equitable and prac- 
ticable way in which the necessary Goyern- 
ment revenue could be raised without resort- 
ing to import duties. So long as the expendi- 
tures of the Government hold the same dis- 
proportion to its internal resources as they 
now do, we shall advocate a tariff, but a tari’ 
Sor revenue only. 

Our correspondent. above suggests the sub- 
stitution of a direct tax:” He feels some of 
the embarrassments of such a system himself, 
but not all nor the most serious of them. To 
begin with, the State and local Governments 
depend upon direct taxation—which prac- 
tically means a land and house tax—for 
raising the revenue necessary to defray their 
own domestic expenses, Of late years there 
has been a movement to induce State and 
local Governments to abandon this system 
for an indirect or excise tax. This move- 
ment is gaining strength on account of its 
more equitable division of burdens} the less 
costly means for collection, and the greater 
certainty of securing the entire levy. It 
would be notably retrogressive on the part 
of the General Government to resort to 
a system which has ever been found ob- 
jectionable for State Governments. And 
while the State and local Governments retain 
the direct system, it would impose an unequal 
burden upon land-owners to exact from them 
the support of the General Government. But 
a more effective argument than all these 
agninst direct taxation for the General Gov- 
ernment is found in a provision of the Con- 
stitution which our correspondent has ignored 
altogether, viz. (Art. 1, Seo. 9, 4): “No 
capitation or other direct tax shall be laid, 
unless in proportion to the census or enumer- 
ation hereinbefore directed to be taken.” 
Under this provision each State would have 
to pay its share of the General Government's 
expenses, not in proportion to the value of 
its property, but in proportion to the number 
of its inhabitants. Thus Massachusetts would 
not pay more than Iowa or Georgia, the 
population of the former being about 


the same as the Iowa; but the wealth of: 


Massachusetts and its ability to pay are prob- 
ably thres times greater than the wealth and 
ability to pay of the State of Iowa. The 
same disproportion could be traced among all 
the States; many of the poorer ones would 
have to pay as much as, or more than, the 
rich ones. The levy of a direct tax by the 
General Government has never been tried 
more than two or three times, and has always 
partially failed. The last occasion was dur- 
ing the Rebellion, and/the result was that the 
Northern States had to pay their share and 
the Southern States have not paid yet. The 
very nature of a direct tax, the fact that it is 
the means whereby the local Governments 
raise their revenue, and this constitutional 
provision,—all militate against the proposi- 
tion made by our correspondent.

its necessity ; for in that we find its origin, and 
in that alone can we find its sanction to guy ex- 
tent: That necessity which gave it birth must 
signify its limite. 

‘The necesity of its origin was to secure an or- 
derly, fair, im unterritied administra- 
tion of justice in the judicial tribenals, so that 
the poor might receive the same measure as the 
rich. that the powerful sh dave no advan- 
tage over the weak. The , common sense, 
and common justice, demand thal Ir. 
Storey, With all his terrible strength and 
all his wealth, should baye no more 
power to control the administration 
of — than the humblest citizen, who has 
no friends to comfort and to sympathize with 
him, and nb means to create a public opinſon ir 
his favor. This perfect equality before the law 
ot the rich and the poor, the strong and the 
weak, is thé bo&st of our institutions, and it is 
the pride of eur Courts; and it will be a sorry 
day when the administration of justice shall fall 
into hands so imbecile that Mr. Storey, or any 
other powerful and wealthy man, shall, by any. 
meant, possess advantages in the Courts over 
the poor and the friendless. I rejoice to believe 
that the time still is when the Judges 
shut their eyes to all personal considerations, 
and look only to the imprrtial administration of 
their high offices. i bope the man has yet to be 
born who, m a judicial office, will truckle to 
power and become a willing instrument under 
the control of the influgneral, either through 
fear or favor.

$6,000 damages. He has since removed the 
engines from the building. The defendants 
began suits against him for the balances due on 
the respective contracts, and he has filed 
pleus of set-off. Owing, bowever, to their 
insolvency, and the fact that they have assigned 
their property for the benaſ of creditors, com- 
plainaut alleges that he will not be able to re- 
cover his damages by set-off, and therefore files 
his bill asking to have the amount of his loss as- 
certained and set off against the claims against 
bith.

This action 
will save an expenditure of $21 per day, as each 
visitor receives $3 per day for services. The 
number now employed is in excess of all require- 
ments, as the paupers are rapidly diminishing in 
number. Fifty left the poor-farm yesterday, 
and as many more will goto-day. This rapid 
decrease is owing greatly to the pleasant weath- 
er of the past few days, but more especialiy to 
the fact that those who are able to perform 
manual labor have been employed on the new 
building. This the paupers seriously object to, 
inasmuch as they receive no remuneration far- 
ther than their boardand lodging. 


Tbe Finance Committee was buried yesterday 
in figures a foot dep connected with the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of the County Clerk’s 
office from Dec. 1, 1873, to Oct. 10, 1874. Gen. 


Lieb, on assuming tae duties of his office, Dec.

Four years ago to-day the active work of pre- 
paring this harbor and locality for use and oocu- 
pation was begun, and $205,000 have been ex- 
pended by the United States upon the pier and 
new channel, and $10,000 for the light-house. 
The barbor is now capacious and fine. The 
Calumet & Chicago Canal and Dock Company 
have expended during this period about $200,000 
in support of the Government expenditure. 
Four drawbridages, with 60 feet openings, and one 
of 50 feet, have been constracted, ut a cost of 
over $150,000. A large trade is now being 
done in lumber, wood, etc., the ton- 
age of the port reaching respectable fig- 
ures. At the beginning of the wor 
a few inhabitants were residents of the locality, 
two nnisance-establishments giving them em- 
ployment. These have been ted, and at thia 
time fully 1,000 persons find employment at 
South Chicago. Schools are required for about 
400 children. Three churches are well support- 
ed. The location of the Baltimore & Ohio ter- 
minal shops and transfer grounds was made 
during 1874; this company will give employment 
to from 400 to 1,200 men. 

The harbor and river are now available for 
commercial and manufacturing purposes, afford- 
ing a large amount of accom ation. Railroad 
connections with the West and East are ampie. 
The Company extend liberal consideration to 
manufacturing eoterprises, and have provided 
for several that will soon begin operatton.

Her 
features are rather sharp, her heir light, and her 
expression not at all indicative of a woman of 
bad character. She told her story in 3 
plain, strdightforward manner, which, with the 
exception of being fuller as reg¢rds detail, was 
substantially the same as that y given in 
this paper, which publication, by the way, is 
said to have caused Laraven to have shaved off 
his mustache. so that the mption given by 
the girl would not correspond his altered 
appearance.
